Edna  Hatfield,  a  confirmed  Princetonian  for 
nearly  four  decades,  who  year  after  vear  has  con- 
tributed enormously  to  the  development  of  one  of 
the  East's  distinguished  educational  institutions, 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  The  first  woman 
ever  to  join  the  Seminary  staff  and  a  member  of 
the  administration  when  the  majority  of  its  present 
departmental  heads  were  completing  their  minis- 
terial training.  Miss  Hatfield  is  known  to  hundreds 
mi  clergymen  throughout  the  world  as  an  "unoffi- 
cial dean"  of  a  great  center  of  Christian  learn- 
ing. 

It  was  in  1914  that  Miss  Hatfield,  trained  in  sec- 

I   iv  schools  in  her  native  Baltimore.  Md.,  came 

to  Princeton  as  private  secretary  to  the  Seminary's 
second  president.  J.  Ross  Stevenson.  Here  she  was 
to  remain  and  was — while  the  Seminary  "grew" — 
to  add  steadily  to  her  portfolio  of  duties  until 
named  Registrar  some  20  years  ago.  In  fact,  her 
adopted  alma  mater's  "sense  of  continuity"  lias 
rested  largely  with  her  throughout  its  modern  pe- 
riod, in  that  some  4,000  students  have  matriculated 
at  the  Seminary  since  the  outbreak  of  World  War  I.

The  New  Bible  Is  in  Town.  You 
have  read,  of  course,  about  the  new 
Revised  Standard  the  authorized 
revision  ol  the  American  Standard 
Bible,  You  ma>  dow  buy  it  at  the 
Princeton  Book  Mart,  u  Palmer 
Square  West. 

The  owner  of  the  Mart  doesn't 
know  exactly  when  he  can  get  more 
Bibles   -the  demand  has  been  unex- 

pi  ctedlj  heavy.  We  understand  that 

900,000  copies  were  run  off  in  the 
tirst  edition  published  September 
30.  The  publishers  are  out  of  stock 
already,  scarcely  a   week  later  us 

You  have  prpbably  road  the  news- 
paper stories  about  the  Bible,  and 
you  will  be  as  curious  as  we  were 
to  sue  what  it  looks  like.  The  vol- 
ume is  deep  red  with  gold  lettering. 
Its  typography  and  make-up  are  ex- 
cellent. Psalms,  for  example,  are 
separated  from  each  other  like 
poems  in  an  anthology,  and  num- 
bered with  large  black  figures.  The 
type  is  readable. 

Changes  in  text  have  been  made 
to  clarify,  or  to  bring  archaic  mean- 
ings up  to  date.  A  splendid  piece  of 
scholarship  and  a  fine  example  of 
book-making.  The  price  is  $6. 

"The  first  full-length  portrait  of 
Hemingway  as  an  artist,  stylist  and 
craftsman."  In  this  way  the  Prince- 
Inn  University  Press  describes 
"Hemingway:  The  Writer  and  Ar- 
tist" by  Dr.  Carlos  Baker,  chair- 
man of  the  Princeton  Department 
of  English. 

Dr.  Baker  analyses  Hemingway's 
works  from  the  first  stories  he  ever 
did,  down  to  "The  Old  Man  and  the 
Sea."  The  book  contains  new  ma- 
terial, much  of  it  brought  to  light 
by  correspondence  between  the  au- 
thor and  Hemingway  himself.  Ii 
costs  $4.50.
